Others to Be Questioned. 

Waiting to testify were book- 

maker Hymie Miller, recently 


‘nabbed in a. million-dollar base- 


ball betting ring, and Harry Sack- 
man, auditor for the Guarantee 
Finance Co., front for a $6,000,- 
000-a-year bookmaking syndicate. 

Committee members disclosed 
they had received almost 1000 
letters from small-time gambling 
operators offering information on 
the “big boys.” 

In opening the two-day hear- 
ing, Senator Estes Kefauver, com- 
mittee ehairman, praised the 
California Crime Commission. He 
said it had done “a splendid job” 
and the Senate committee in- 
tended to study all findings by 
the ‘state group, which reported 
strong evidence of business con- 
nections between Internal Rev- 
enue agents and gamblers having 
income tax troubles.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
Atom Spy Harry Gold testified 
today that Abraham Brothman 
turned over complete plans for 
the manufacture of buna-S syn- 
thetic rubber to Soviet espionage 
agents in 1942. 

Gold, 39-year-old ,Philadelphia 
biochemist, was a witness in the 
United States distiict trial of 
Brothman and Miss Miriam Mos- 
kowitz, charged with conspiring 
to obstruct justice during a 1947 
grand jury investigation of sub- 
versive activities. Government 
spokesmen have said Brothman 
and Miss Moskowitz delayed 
Gold’s arrest for three years by 
lying to the grand jury.

Myth Is Exploded. 

The myth that everything is 
legitimate when gambling is made 
legal was shattered by the testi- 
mony.of M. M. (Moe) Sedway, 
di ve gambling house oper- 
ator, o took over the interests 
of Benjamin (Bugsy) Siegel in the 
Flamingo Hotel and casino at Las 
Vegas, after Siegel was assas- 
sinated in 1947. 

Sedway, who obtained Siegel’s 
interests with the aid of Morris 
Rosen, estimated his income in 
1949 was between $300,000 and 
$400,000, although Sedway now 
owns onlr 7% per cent of the 
Flamingo. 

Lt. Gov. Cliff Jones of Nevada 
testified he has afi interest in 
three Las Vegas gambling estab- 
lishments and his ownership of 
only 1 per cent of the Golden 
Nugget pays him $12,000 a year.

There, Gold said, Brothman 
gave him 25 to 50 blueprints cov- 
ering the entire buna-S process, 
including specialized pieces of 
equipment, and “at least 200 type- 
written pages, carbon copies on 
onion skin” of a written descrip- 
tion of the secret process. 

' This information, Gold said he 
passed on to his superior in the 
Russian spy ring. 

Gold said that on one of his 
many meetings with Brothman in 
1941 and 1942, Brothman told him 
that he had given agents named 
“John” and “Helen” plans for 
the manufacture of high-octane 
gasoline, a turbine-type aircraft 
engine and one of the early jeep 
models. 

Identity of “John” and “Helen.” 

Former Communist courier 
Elizabeth Bentley, in previous 
testimony, identified herself as 
“Helen” and Jacob -Golos as 
“John.” She said Golos was the 
chief Soviet spy in the United 
States until his death in 1943, 
and was her lover. 

Gold said that on occasions he 
scolded Brothman for being late 
for appointments or submitting 
only “fragmentary bits of infor- 
mation” where complete data was 
needed. 7 
The criticism, Gold said, “ir- 
ritated” Brothman, who protested 
that the Soviet Union “apparently 
did not appreciate” information 
he previously had turned over to 
other Soviet agents. 

Earlier, Gold testified that 
Brothman gave him a blueprint 
for a piece of chemical equipment 
to be passed on to the spy ring. 

The Government alleges that 
Gold and Brothman told the 
grand jury a false story of their 
relations with each other and 
with other persons, and that Miss 
Moskowitz helped to concoct this 
story.

lion Snuff Fortune, 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16 (AP) 
—Three first cousins, now dead, 
were named today as heirs to the 


$17,000,000 Garrett estate, object} 


of one of the greatest fortune 
hunts in history. Two survivors 
of the cousins will inherit what’s 
left after state and federal taxes 
swallow up about three-fourths of 
the money. 

The two who will inherit what 
court attaches estimate at about 
$2,000,000 each are: 

Wilson Primm Kretsehmar, 
70 years old, a retired banker . 
of Greenville, Miss., and a 
nephew of Herman A. Kretch- 
mar of St. Louis, who died in 
1941. . | 

Mrs. Constance Kretschmar 
Mock of Chicago, a daughter of 
Howard Sigismund Kretschmar 
of Chicago, who died in 1933. 

The two Kretschmars and Jo- 
hann Peter Christian Schafer, of 
Bad Nauheim, Germany, who 
died in 1945, were named heirs 
in a recommendation to an or- 
phans court master. 

The findings were reported on 
this twentieth anniversary of the 
death of Mrs. Henrietta A. Gar- 
rett, eccentric recluse who died 
without leaving a will disposing 
of the vast snuff fortune built up 
by her husband. 

Clinton A. Sowers, appointed 
by orphans court Master Robert 
Brigham to analyze the more than 
26,000 claims from all over the 
world, reported his findings to 
Brigham who will recommend 
them. to the court. 

Appeals to the State Supreme 
Court and to the Supreme Court 
of the United States may be made 
from the orphans tourt decision. | 

The findings were in the pat- 
tern of a pact reached last De- 
cember by the Federal Govern- 
ment, the State of Pennsylvania 
and the estates of the three 
cousins. 

United States Claims Share. 

The Government had claimed 
Schafer’s share under the Alien 
Property Custodian Act, which 
prohibits enemy aliens from in- 
heriting United States property. 
The United States still is techni- 
cally at war with Germany. 

Pennsylvania agreed to drop 
its fight for the entire estate by 
escheat (forfeit). In return the 
estates and the Government rec- 
ognized Pennsylvania’s tax claim 
of $6,105,885. 

Schafer’s share plus taxes will 
net the Government some $7,000,- 
000, court attaches estimated. 

The fantastic scramble for the 

money, amassed in the nineteenth 
century by Walter Garrett, scion 
of a colonial snuff family, has 
been in the courts since 1937, 
seven years after Mrs. Garrett's 
death in a dimly-lit brownstone 
house. She lived under a self- 
imposed bar on modern improve- 
ments. 
' One recent claim was advanced 
by Mrs. Eva V. Hoover, 76-year- 
old Pittsburgh woman who 
claimed she was the unwanted 
child of the Garretts and was} 
raised by a foster mother. 

The courts ruled she could not 
press her claims yntil the mas- 
ter’s report is completed.

CHICAGO, Nov. 16 (AP)—Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System has 
lost the first round in a court 
fight to go ahead imntediately 
with its commercial color tele- 
vision programs. 

CBS, given permission by the 
Federal Communications Comm 
sion, was blocked yesterday fro 
starting the color telecasts by a 
three-judge panel in federal court. 

The judges issued an oral tem- 
porary order restraining CBS 
from putting on its color tele- 
casts, scheduled to start Monday, 
until the court could study the 
case and make a permanent 
ruling. 

The judges ruled after a two- 
day hearing in which Radio Corp. 
of America and other television 
equipment manufacturers argued 
to halt the planned CBS tele- 
casts. The judges sand they need- 
ed mofe time—possibly another 
month or longer to study the 
case.

Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
today cleared Michael BE. Lee, sus- 
pended Department of Commerce 
economist, of disloyalty charges 
but ordered him fired from his 
$10,750-a-year job. Lee resigned. 

Sawyer reversed a two-month- 
old finding against Lee by his de- 
partment’s loyalty board, and 
ruled that there is “no reason- 
able ground to believe that Lee 
was disloyal to the United 
States.” 

Nevertheless, Sawyer ordered 


Lee dismissed, acting under a re- 
cent grant of power by Congress 
for him to summarily dismiss any 
employe. Sawyer said he’ acted 
“on the ground of security and 
the best interests of the United 
States.” Those words are taken 
from the language of the law per- 
mitting summary dismissals. 
Announced by Lee. 

Even before the Commerce De- 
partment announced Sawyer’s ac- 
tion in the case, Lee had issued a 
statement through his attorneys 
saying Sawyer had cleared him 
and that he had resigned. 

Commerce Department officials 
first said Sawyer’s decision to 
fire Lee had been relayed to Lee. 
but later told reporters they had 
been mistakent—hat the word had 
not been sent to Lee. 

Sawyer’s clearance decision 
will mean Lee can collect pay 
for the two months time during

Anthony Kotondo of Trenton, | 
named by an associate, 
_ Charles Di Umberto, as the killer |

of former Police Lt. William J. 


Drury, police announced today. 

Di Umberto, also of Trenton, a 
former convict, told police Ro- 
tondo admitted to him he killed 
Drury for a $9000 fee. Di Um- 
berto was brought here yesterday 
under a subpena issued by the 
Senate Crime Committee. 

Drury, a private investigator, 
had turned over information to 
the Kefauver committee and was 
to have testified at a Chicago 
hearing. He was shot to death 
Sept. 25. 

Believed Telling Truth. 

Chief of Detectives Andrew Ait- 
ken and State’s Attorney John S. 
Boyle, who were present when 
Di Umberto was questioned, said 
they believed “he was telling the 
truth as far as he knew it.” They 
added, -however, that Rotondo 
wasn't necessarily telling the 
truth when he admitted to his 
friend that he killed Drury. 

Di Umberto related he saw Ro- 
tondo in Milwaukee, Detroit and 
Trenton. In the first two cities, 
Rotondo had plenty ‘of money, Di 
Umberto said. But two weeks ago, 
in Trenton, Rotondo asked his 
friend for a $70 loan. ° 

Di Umberto said he asked Ro- 
tondo why he was broke and Ro- 
tondo answered: 

“I got $9000 for doing a job in 
Chicago, but it’s all gone. I spent 
it all. I'm hot. I need money right 
away.” 

Di Umberto said he asked Ro- 
tondo “what trick he did in Chi- 
cago” and was told:

I can’t turn my neck 
to the right without difficulty, but 
they tell me that after some ther- 
apy I should be as good as ever.

The parking problem has be- 
tome universal in the central 
business districts of American 
cities. More and more people are 
driving more and more automo- 
biles. The chance to park all 
but a tiny fraction of these cars 
at the curbs has long since van- 
ished. Business is being hampered 
Or reduced seriously wherever 
off-street parking is not available 
conveniently and in sufficient 
yolume. 


Green Light in wiieees City. 


Kansas City is making prepara- 
tions to go ahead with an under- 
ground garage quite similar to the 
widely known Union Square ga- 
rage in San Francisco. The way 
for this was cleared by a decision 
of the Supreme Court of Missouri 
Oct. 9, upholding the right of 
municipalities to set up parking 
facilities. The opinion was sig- 
hificant, as the question had not 
been ruled on previously in this 
state. As a result, City Council 
has authorized the -city’s lawyers 
to go ahead with a condemnation 
suit for most of the property 
needed. 


An order also has been given 
by City, Council for another test 
pase, to determine definitely the 
pity’s right to sell revenue bonds 
to finance parking establishments. 
Such bonds are payable only from 
income of the facilities involved. 
Bond lawyers recommended the 
test because the 1945 Missouri 
Constitution, in the clause on 
fevenue bonds, does not specifi- 
pally list parking as one of the 
urposes. The city hopes for a 

vorable decision from the 
ge by the time the condemna- 
on proceeding can be finished. 

It is intended to raise half of 
the estimated $2,500,000 cost of 
the underground garage by rev- 
enue bonds. Experience has 
shown that there is usually a 
ready market for municipal rev- 
enue bonds on sound enterprises 
with good legal and financial 
foundation. The other half of the 
eost will come from a bond issue 
of $1,250,000 approved by the 
voters in 1947 as a general obli- 
gation of the city. 

North of Auditorium. 


The site is a city block imme- 
diately north of Municipal Audi- 
torium, near the southwestern 
corner of the downtown area and 
a block or two away from several 
main thoroughfares. It is occu- 
pied now, mostly by old commer- 
cial buildings of minor impor- 
tance. 

A park would be created at 
the street surface, on the roof 
of the garage. This would offer 
an attractive view in front of 
the main entrance of the audi- 
torium. The idea corresponds 
to the extremely ornamental park 
above the San Francisco garage, 
which is in the heart of the 
shopping, theater and hotel dis- 
trict. The Kansas City plan calls 
for parking capacity of 1500 cars, 
eompared with 1700 in the multi- 
— San Francisco establish- 
men 
pneds City is making detailed 
plans for a surface parking fa- 
tility on a three-block slum site 
on the northern edge of down- 
town, between Baltimore avenue 
and Main street. This site would 
be acquired with the aid of a 
ederal slum clearance grant. A 

reliminary federal advance of 

45,800 was obtained recently to 
pay for the plans. In connection 
with this advance, an ordinance 
was enacted to designate the var- 
ious city departments which will 
handle phases of the undertak- 
Ing, the first one involved being 
the City Plan Commission. 

What Pittsburgh Is Doing. 

Pittsburgh is in the process now 
of buying sites for four garages at 
strategic points to serve its Golden 
Triangle office and shopping area. 
They will have maximum capaci- 
ty of 2740 cars. The enterprise is 
under the Public Parking Author- 
ity, created by a 1947 state en- 
abling act. The authority’s chair- 
man is chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh; one of its mem- 
bers is executive vice president 
of the big Jones & Laughlin Steel 


rp. 

The aim for these garages, and 
for an underground facility 
which is next on the list, is to 
accommodate short-time shopping 
and business parkers. The charges 
will be regulated to achieve this. 
Later, the authority intends to 
enter the all-day parking busi- 
ness on cheaper sites on the outer 
edge of the Triangle. 

Seven Pittsburgh banks joined 
in August to lend the authority 
$2,500,000 at 2.75 per cent inter- 
est for purchase of sites of the 
first four garages. The city will 

pledge its parking meter revenue, 


net exceeding $400,000 available 
for interest and retirement of the 
debt. The authority is legally 
exempt from taxes, but contem- 
plates paying the equivalent of 
local taxes at the present level of 
assessment, not including value 
of the new structures. 

Like St. Louis, Pittsburgh is 
permitted by state law to operate 
parking as a municipal function, 
but not to sell fuel or services. 
Hence Pittsburgh intends to lease 
the latter features or the entire 
operation of the garages to a pri- 
vate operator or operators, under 
suitable restrictions. 


The garages will be essentially 
of the open-deck type—frame- 
works of steel covered partly by 
sidings of stone or other attrac- 
tive material, or by full walls at 
spots where surroundings call for 
that treatment. The designs are 
in simple, modern style. Unlike 
most existing garages, these will 
have ample entrance lobbies to 
avoid blocking the streets in rush 
periods. 

Underground Garage. 


Pittsburgh also proposes a sub- 
terranean garage for 1094 cars, 
whose top will support a well- 
landscaped park, on a prominent 
site in the Triangle. This is a 
block, presently deeaying, flanked 
on three sides by the Mellon- 
United States Steel and Alcoa 
skyscrapers, now being erected, 
and .by Statler’s William Penn 
Hotel. Sloping ground will allow 
for stores beneath one end of the 
park. 

The authority figures the ga- 
rage feature will eost it $4,500,- 
000. It would have felt unable 
to buy this expensive suite, but 
the site is to be provided through 
a $4,000,000 gift for the park 
from philanthropic ‘foundations 
of the wealthy Mellon family. 


Main structure now on the 
block is an 1l-story office of the 
People’s Natural Gas Co. This 
will be wretked when the gas 
company moves into the new 
Gateway Center now being cre- 
ated. Then the park and garage 
can be started. Other occupants 
of the site are old commercial 
buildings and* a small private 
parking lot. 

Figures gathered by Donald M. 
McNeil, administrative head of 
the parking authority, shocked 
the city. They related downtown 
traffic stagnation to sharply de- 
clining property values in the 
Golden Triangle. 


Baltimore’s Program. 


Baltimore is using a $5,000,000 
bond issue, a general obligation 
of the city, for garages, carefully 
scattered in or near the main 
shopping and office center. Two 
garages, for 440 cars, were com- 
pleted this year; three more, fér 
621 cars, are under construction, 
and recently seven additional 
projects were in various stages of 
preliminary negotiation. The en- 
tire undertaking is expected to ac- 
commodate more than 3500 cars 
eventually. 

The plan there is for construc- 
tion and’ operation of the facili- 
ties by. private enterprise. The 
city’s part is to provide con- 
struction funds at low interest for 
a. business which cannot readily 
get loans independently; give a 
marked limitation on property 
taxes during life of the loans, and, 
if it should ever prove necessary, 
acquire sites through condemna- 
tion power. 

Voters approved the bond issue, 
which bears 242 per cent interest, 
in 1948. The city’s official Off- 
Street Parking Commission lends 
at the same interest rate to the 
garage builders, who must repay 
in regular installments by 1970. 
The bonds are not a revolving 
fund but will be retired from the 
repayment installments. 

Right To Check Books. 


¢Cost of the\ first five garages, 
including allowance for sites, was 
$1,357,000. The commission’s loans 
on these aggregated $1,134,300. 
The commission does not select 
sites or promote improvements, 
nor can it own or operate the 
facilities. It closely supervises de- 
sign and construction and has the 
right to check operating books to 
safeguard its loans, but it lacks 
control over parking charges or 
services. 

The policy, however, is to en- 
courage private operations where 
the greatest need exists, as 
shown by a city survey, and to 
attract as many operators as pos- 
sible.

HE telephone rang Tuesday 

in the office of the Senate 

Majority Leader where the de- 
feated Scott Lucas was packing 
up the accumulated files of his 
16 years in Congress.

HINESE intervention in Korea has thrown official France into 
( a state of frenzied dejection. Political and military leaders find 
in it full confirmation of their worst apprehensions regarding 


the future course of events in Asia. 


So far as the position of France 


itself is concerned, it seems to cap the climax. 


Top military people now read 
the situation as follows: 

“French Indochina, breadbasket 
and military bastion of southwest 
Asia, is already in a desperate 
position. 

“Recent French reverses in 
Tonkin mean that the whole 
northernmost area of Indochina 
is. likely to be lost, with its im- 
portant port of Hanoi. 

“If the mountainous northern 
part of Indochina is lost, then it 
will only be a matter of time be- 
fore all of Indochina is lost to 
Ho Chi Minh and his Communist- 
dominated supporters. 

Weather Would Help Reds. 

“This would take a few months 
but it would be certain. It would 
be expedited by the rainy weath- 
er in January and February, 
which makes air support practi- 
cally impossible. 

“The only way to prevent this 
process from evolving is hard- 
hitting American support of the 
French, making an outright mili- 
tary victory over the Communists 


“Such support has been long 
in coming. Even now the United 


States Government is making full 
support conditional on French 
concessions which would separate 
Indochina from the French 
Union, 

“Now that almost all available 
American forces threaten to be- 
come permanently involved in 


Korea, which is a geographical | nist hands 


“sack” with little permanent 
strategic value, there is even less 
chance of heavy American sup- 
port for Indochina, 


Burma Would Follow. 

“If Indochina goes, Burma is 
bound to go. Then the principal 
breadbasket of Asia will be under 
Communist control. That means 
that the Communists will be able 
to starve India’s masses into revo- 
lution or to whip India into line. 

“So Chinese intervention in 
Korea is part of a much larger 
pattern. 

“Unless the United States 
somehow or other gets its feet 
out of the Korean morass and 
helps us to reverse the tide in 
Indochina we are all sunk.” 

These people are the first to 
blame France’s own National As- 
sembly, and particularly its So- 
cialist party, for their defeatist 
attitude toward Indochina. 

They also readily admit that 
France made a bitter mistake in 
not creating a non-Communist 
Viet Nam army a year ago in- 
stead of waiting until now to an- 
nounce the decision to create 
three Viet Nam divisions by the 


end of 1951. 


No matter who is to blame for 
the situation, outside observers 
are inclined to agree with this 
estimate of Indochina’s impor- 
tance and the woefully poor 
chances which France now has of 
keeping Indochina out of Commu-

The Value of Bonds 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It will be a sad day for this country 
if public confidence in United States® 
Savings bonds is shaken by unfair com- 
parisons with more speculative stocks 
and other investments. 

While common stock moves up and 
down, United States bonds can always 
be cashed at par. Billions of dollars 
worth of United States bonds were pur- 
chased with. inflation wages and in- 
come. Therefore, the owners have 
more dollars in bonds than they could 
have purchased under normal condi- 
tions, and have greatly increased their 
net worth. 

. Wheat, corn, peanut and potato grow- 
ers have all realized greater buying 
power than has the person who bought 
bonds, but like common stockholders, 
none is engaged in riskless enterprises, 
and as a rule, none has other income 
from inflation wages and salaries. 

The truth is that millions of people 
are lucky that they purchased bonds.

The Biologists’ Arguments 
_ To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


You carried a brief article in last 
Saturday’s paper, outlining the conclu- 
. sions of a recent forum on the dogma 
of the Assumption at the University of 
Chicago. The arguments of Julian 
Huxley and Anton Carlson for refusing 
to accept this dogma on biological 
grounds are perfectly ridiculous. 

Biologists and physiologists resent 
the interference of speculative philoso- 
phers and theologians in the solution of 
problems in the field of biology. Yet 
the above biologists feel justified in 
assailing a proposition whose truth is 
based on principles and methods totally 
different from those of. biology.

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Color in the Air - 

We think the Federal Communications Com- 
mission order to promote immediate color tele- 
vision was unfortunate. This order has now 
been suspended for an.indefinite period by a 
federal court in Chicago. , : 

Admittedly the FCC had to make a difficult 
decision on color sooner or later. Yet a little 
more patience might have avoided the present 
dispute, which threatens to delay the progress 
not enly of color television Dut of this entire 
new communications art. 

The Post-Dispatch has a direct financial in- 
terest in the case. This newspaper owns Tele 
vision Station KSD-TV, as well as Radio Station 
KSD. In the past, however, editorials on this 
page frequently supported the FCC against the 
sentiment of much of the radio industry. We 
backed the commission in its efforts to improve 
programming and in its attempt to rid the air- 
waves of commercial “plug-uglies.” 

Now the commission has taken a position on 
color television which hardly seems in the pub- 
lic interest. 

What the FCC did was to tell the television 
stations and equipment manufacturers to go 
ahead at once, on a commercial basis, with the 
color television system devised by the Columbia 
Broadcasting System. This is, at the moment, 
certainly the best system of telecasting pro- 
grams in color. 

However, both the Radio Corporation of 
America and Color Television, Inc., had pro- 
posed rival color systems, and these had one 
inherent advantage over the CBS method. Both 
were “compatible.” 

This means that present television receivers 
would not have to be converted, adapted or 
changed in any way, to receive an RCA color 
program in black and white. Under the CBS 
system; present receivers must be altered to 
accept color programs either in black and white 
or in color. 

The American public now has purchased about 
9,000,000 television receivers, involving a large 
investment. The color ruling would require the 
public to change these sets; at added expense. 

What might the FCC have done? We think 
the commission might have postponed a ruling 
until it could determine the potential worth of 
the rival color systems. 

The FCC had already waited many months 
while it tried to make up its mind. When it did 
so, it reached its conclusions by a split decision. 
But Commissioner Frieda Hennock was outvoted 
when she proposed that the agency give the im- 
portant problem further study. 

At this point nobody, not even engineers, 
agree on when better color television systems 
may be perfected. But most of the television 
industry is agreed that color should be based 
on present high standards of picture definition, 
and that it should be an all-electronic and not a 
partly mechanical system. 

Neither does anybody know when color pro- 
grams will be generally available to the public. 
No color equipment has been put in mass pro- 
duction, and only New York is likely to get 
very many color programs in the near future. 

The effect of the FCC ruling is most evident 
in the uncertainty and disagreement in the tele- 
vision industry. Manufacturers are reluctant 
to make and stations to use CBS-type color 
equipment. Receiver sales naturally were dam- 
aged by the first announcement of the ruling. 
The disruption of the industry is bound to af- 
fect the steady progress of television and its 
service to the public. 

So in the end the FCC order was thrown into 
court. Judge J. Earl Major of the Court of 
Appeals now states that “it is unthinkable that 
we can decide this issue in a day, a week or a 
month.” This leaves the whole color question 
in the air for an indefinite period. 
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Improvement for the Constables 

In seeking to reform the constable system of 
the city of St. Louis, we believe the Bar Asso- 
ciation will be on sound ground if it adheres to 
these two principles: First, that the constables 
should be appointed. Second, that they should 
come under the merit system. 

Elected as they are now, the constables have 
become, in the words of the Governmental Re- 
search Institute, the most inefficient part of 
the magistrate system. There have even been 
charges that they demand extra pay to perform 
their duties. 

Under one plan being considered by the Bar 
Association, the Sheriff of the City of St. Louis 
would be empowered to appoint the constables. 
This is objectionable on the grounds that it 
would provide a new excuse for ‘continuation of 
an office which really should be abolished, the 
office of sheriff in the city government. 

Another plan before the Bar Association 
would have a chief constable elected and let him 
appoint the constables. The Governmental Re- 
search Institute in its study of this subject two 
years ago proposed that the Mayor appoint a 
chief constable. Either of these arrangements 
would be an improvement. 

The Bar Association deserves commendation 
for the active attention it is giving to this weak 
point in the city’s government. 
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Antidote to “a Cinch” 

An upsurge of the “we-can-win-with-anybody” 
spirit has marked some sections of Republican 
opinion, since the election. 

This is heady stuff. One would have supposed 
that the Republicans had suffered enough hang- 
overs from it ,in the past to swear off. But ap- 
parently some members of the party cannot re- 
sist the habit-forming fascination of the “next- 
election-is-a-cinch” psychology. 

The best antidote we know is a look at the 
election results over the past 20 years or so.

It is 
important because if the Chinese Communists 
can be persuaded to listen to reason at all, the 
counsels of reason must reach their ears. 

At present there is all too much evidence that 
they do not hear reason at all. The New York 
Times’ correspondent at Hong Kong, Henry R. 
Lieberman, reports it is possible the Chinese 
Communists receive all their intelligence of the 
outside world through the Kremlin.: If so, per- 
haps they actually believe the nonsense their 
radio is pouring out, that the United States in- 
tends to invade Manchuria. 

Though England and India have diplomatic 
representatives at Peiping, almost nothing is 
known of what is going on there in Communist 
councils. Mr. Lieberman says thousands of 
Soviet advisers have poured into China since 
Mao Tse-tung and Stalin negotiated an under- 
standing in Moscow last January. 
China’s military, political, economic and techni- 
cal councils, the Russians may have bound the 
Chinese Reds so thoroughly that they are now 
helpless, The Times reporter speculates.

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Cancer in the Bell System? 

Four cents an hour in pay and one year’s du- 
ration of a new contract are all that is keeping 
the Bell telephone system and Western Electric 
equipment installers apart, on the surface at 
least. And for that the public is suffering inter- 
ference in its telephone service. 

It seems obvious that those differences should 
not be enough to stall agreement. What other 
factors are at work can be only conjecture, but 
a root cause certainly must be the il] feeling 
which has been brewing in the telephone in- 
dustry in recent years. 

There has been what seems in retrospect a 
constant succession of labor disputes—and re- 
sulting interference with the people’s tele- 
phones. Now there has been an explosion of 
picket line violence in Philadelphia, and the bad 
blood mounts. . 

The company is attempting to continue serv- 
ice by reverting to the ancient method of im- 
porting workers unions regard as strike-break- 
ers. Furthermore, it is trying to compel oper- 
ators to ignore equipment workers’ picket lines. 
The operators’ union, contending with more 
heat than light that the company is “locking 
out” its members, is trying to keep the operat- 
ors from crossing the lines. 

~ These are consequences to be expected when 
picket lines are established and each side begins 
fichting with no holds barred. But why are the 
picket.lines there? Because of a petty differ- 
ence of four cents an hour pay and one year’s 
duration of a contract, and because of the ma- 
jor failure of company and unions to achieve 
harmonious working arrangements. 

The public cannot sit as judge and decide 
who is at fault. But it can demand that both 
sides not only settle this dispute immediately, 
but get about the business of finding some way 
to live together in the future. ) 
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Grounding Young Speed Demons 

In recommending suspension of the state 
drivers’ licenses of five youths found guilty of 
flagrantly reckless driving, Magistrate Frank W. 
Tirrell took what we believe is a sensible course. 
Flaming youth at the wheel is likely to maim 
or kill anyone who gets in its path. Stiff fines 
are punishment, but they punish the parents 
more than the young offenders. 

Grounding the reckless young driver for a 
season gives him an incentive to mend his ways, 
and keeps him from being a nuisance and a 
menace to others while he is getting his chance 
to come to his senses. For persistently repeated 
offenses sterner measures may be necessary. 
But for a first offense we think Magistrate Tir- 
rell is taking a course that offers promise. 
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How to Expand Aluminum 

Though the Federal ‘Government has spent 
40 years trying to encourage comntpetition in the 
aluminum industry, it has come face to face 
with the problem once again. This time the 
issue is how to increase aluminum production 
for defense, and who should do it. 

Dewey Anderson of the Public Affairs Insti- 
tute, an authority on light metals industries, 
says real price competition still does not exist. 
Henee he urges the Interior Department to be 
careful, in expanding defense production, not to 
center more industrial control in a few hands. 

Actually the dominant firms in aluminum 
have recently grown from one to three. For 
many years the Aluminum Corporation of Amer- 
ica ruled alone, and was subject to anti-trust 
action in 1912, 1937 and 1942. But after World 
War II, the Government adopted new tactics to 
try to enlarge competition. It turned over sur- 
plus aluminum plants to Reynolds Metals Co, 

At first’ Alcoa refused to free necessary 
patents for Reynolds. But W. Stuart Symington, 
then Surplus Property Administrator, denounced 
the company. He observed that Alcoa had made 
a wartime profit of 51 per cent on its invested 
capital, before taxes and renegotiation, and 15 
per cent after both. In 1946 Alcoa released the 
patents. des Reynolds, the Kaiser interests 
also ente the business. 

So aluminum now has a “big three.” But Mr. 
Anderson charges flatly that this has made 
slight difference in price competition. There- 
fore he urges the Interior Department to plan 
to bring new producers inte the aluminum in- 
«dustry, rather than to work through the big 
three—which is just what the department is re- 
ported to be planning. ~ 

A stimulus to new producers would be rea- 
sonable, for the Government will be put to large 
expense to expand aluminum production, which- 
ever way it turns. The record of free enterprise 
shows that stiff competition keeps prices down. 
If that kind of competition can be encouraged 
in aluminum, the Government would save money 
on its defense orders. |

Chiang Kai-shek was a much shrewder 
judge of Mao's intentions than many 
Western “experts.” Yet he lost out. The 
peasants, who for years had at best been 
lukewarm toward the Nationalist regime, 
eventually swung to the Communists. To 
be sure, not all peasants did this but num- 
bers of rural poor sufficient to paralyze 
those who wavered or opposed them, and 
to undermine the morale of the National- 
ist armies. 

The Communists appealed to discon- 
tented elements in the villages by prom- 
ising a radical land reform and by imple- 
menting their prom- 
ises when they 
gained power. Dur- 
ing the years 1946- 
1947, the Chinese 
Politburo unleashed 
a veritable rural rev- 
olution with all the 
terroristic accompa- 
niments that have 
been. traditional in 
such movements in 
China and else- 
where. 

And although ‘this 
Maange > ee — ; 
urst frightene : 
many villagers, it Czar Nicholas 
deeply impressed the mass of China’s rural 
population—and, it seems, eventually also 
the mass of the Nationalist soldiers. Cor- 
recting what they described as “excesses” 
and “local misunderstandings,” the Com- 
munists proclaimed a more moderate land 
policy. 


Chiang Outdoes the Czar 


A few weeks ago, Chiang Kai-shek sol- 
emnly admitted the need for. comprehen- 
sive land reform in China; and he prom- 
ised to recognize the bulk of the changes 
made by the Communists in the villages. 

His former insistence that military vic- 
tory over the Communists should precede 
reform indicates how insensitive he was 
to the acute political—and under cer 
circumstances, . military—significance of 
the land question. 

Compared with the Generalissimo, Czar 
Nicholas and his minister Stolypin were 
farsighted and daring.” The Russian land 
reform of 1908 upset Lenin, who felt that 
a successful implementation of Stolypin’s 
program would go far to destroy peasant 
support for the hoped-for revolution. 

The Czarist reform in 1908 was slowed 
up to such a degree that the discontented 
peasants became a decisive force in the 
revolutionary developments of 1917 and 


it to agrarian conditions in Asia. 

The United States is responsible for one 
of the most far-reaching lanl reforms of 
modern. times. Under the MacArthur ad- 


Korea would take the wind out of their 
own sails? Whatever the motivating forces 
may have been, the sad fact remains—the 
Communists launched their attack before 
the new and comprehensive land reform 
had benefited the South Korean villages. 


The cadres of the North Korean army 
apparently included many poor peasants 
who, as former tenants and laborers, had 
been particularly benefited by the confis- 
catory North Korean agrarian policy. 

But while the land distribution appealed 
enormously to the rural poor, the Com- 
munist ‘state maintained control over the 
land by decreeing that the newly acquired 
property could not be alienated. 


Reform’ Is Transitional 


In addition, the tax burden remained 
heavy, “special contributions,” added to 
the “basic tax” of 25 per cent of the crop, 
made a total annual levy of 30 per cent of 
the crop according to the lowest estimates 
or 72 per cent according to the highest. 

Above and beyond such obligations, 
there always looms the prospect of the 
nationalization of all peasant land through 
a forced collectivization. The Leninist- 
Stalinist. strategy holds that in the strug- 
gle for power the distribution of land is a 
temporary step to gain the support of the 
poor peasants. : 

Lenin asserted again and again that 
after big property was destroyed the small 
landholders were “the last capitalist 
class”; and, like Lenin, Stalin has stated 
frankly that Bolshevik policy “uses” the 
peasant for the purposes of the revolution. 


In Russia events have run the full 
course. All reliable information shows 
that in the U.S.S.R. the mass of the col- 
lectivized peasants are grimly frustrated. 
In Eastern Europe the process is well 
begun. / 

And the leaders of the Chinese Commu- 
nists have declared that whenever condi- 
tions permit the initiation of an over-all 
“socialist” phase of their economy, the 
peasants will haVe to become members of 
collectives. This is indeed the inner logic 
of the power mechanism involved; and we 
have little reason to doubt that Mao Tse- 
tung was speaking in dead earnest when 
he stated in 1941 -during the period of 
“agrarian reform,” that China could be 
considered “really felicitous” only when 
poe country. had- arrived at this second

On June 14, 1950, the Secretary of the 
Central Committee of the Chinese Com- 
munist party, Liu Shao-ch’i, used words 
highly reminiscent of Russia’s New Eco- 
nomic Plan—the NEP.

screen in 1948, with Fredric 
March. 


Bradford Whitney's - Playhouse 
rodyction is a quite satisfactory 
one, well played in several roles 
and adequately enough in most 
of the others to give a convincing 
picture. The play, a sort of re- 
verse sequel to “The Little Fox- 
es,” shows the Hubbards 20 years 
before, about 15 years after the 
close of the Civil War. With the 
central character old Marcus 
Hubbard, the father of Oscar, 
Ben and Regina of “The Little 
Foxes,” one immediately realizes 
where that precious trio got their 
meaness. Marcus, a crude, cyni- 
cal, unprincipled man, ‘rides 
rough-shod and contemptuously 
over his whining night-riding son, 
Oscar, the conniving Ben, and 
their tremulous mother Lavinia, 
and reserves what little affection 
is in his make-up for his equally 
deceitful daughter, Regina. 

Although the play has its ab- 
sorbing moments as 2 battle- 
royal in a snakepit, it is difficult 
to see the point. Miss Hellman 
ably demonstrated in her first 
play that the Hubbards and their 
kind are vicious. Here she mere- 
ly reiterates it. There is no battle 
between good and evil. This only 
shows that old Marcus finally met 
his match in villainy in Ben, who 
blackmails Lis father out of the 
family store and fortune, and that 
Oscar and Regina will toady to 
Ben from now on. 


Most of the interest in an 
analysis of evil like this lies in 
character presentation. This got

-Group Urges Slower Stock 
Piling, Output of Farm 
Machines, Aid to Back- 


ward. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP) 
—The United Nations Food and 
Agricultural organization has 
warned that the Korean war and 
widespread rearmament programs 
threatens the world’s supply of 
food and industrial raw materials 
—and its economy. 

It isaid that unless the situa- 
tion is “handled wisely” the world 
may find itself faced with food 
shortages, depression and unem- 
ployment. 

These are among the conclu- 
sions reached by an 11-member 
committee named by the FAO 
council, recently to study the 
world food situation in the light 
of current developments. Its re- 
port was released yesterday. 

On the surface, said the com- 
mittee, the situation looks bright. 
Production of both food and in- 
dustrial raw materials in 1950-51 
may be slightly greater than last 
year. ; 

Economic potentialities ‘‘are 
more hopeful than they have 
been fn a long time provided they 
are wisely handled.” 

It recommended that the more 
developed countries slow down 
stock-pile purchases of scarce raw 
materials without reducing their 
ultimate targets; maintain pro- 
duction of fertilizers, farm ma- 
chinery and other farming equip- 
ment; and continue giving all pos- 
sible technical assistance to un- 
derdeveloped countries. 

The committee urged the un- 
derdeveloped countries to con- 


tinue thier current agricultural | 


policies and not shift too much to 
growing merely profitable non- 
edible items needed by industry; 
and to increase their productive 
efficiency. 

The committee said events in 
Korea have resulted in an in- 
creased demand for raw materials 
which has caused prices to soar 
to artificial levels. 

“fhere.is no doubt that the 
rise has been overdone, and that 
everything possible should be 
done to adjust those prices in an 
orderly fashion to more: reason- 
able levels . . . to avoid a major 
crash when the buying wave is 
spent,” the committee said. 

It urged governments, industry | 


and private individuals to slow | 


down purchases. 

Countries represented on the 
committee were Australia, Brazil, 
Canada, Denmark, Egypt, France, 
India, Mexico, United Kingdom, 
United States and Yugoslavia. Sir 
Gerard Clauson of the United 
Kingdom was chairman. 


BEAUTY SHOP INSPECTORS 
OF STATE TO WORK PART TIME 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 
6—The State Board of Cosmetol- 
ogy staff of eleven beauty, shop 
inspectors temporarily will be 
placed on a part time basis after 
Dec. 1, it was learned today, be- 
cause current earnings of the 
board are not adequate to meet 
operating expenses. 

The part-time layoff of the in- 
spectors probably will continue 
for two or three months, it was 
said, until the Legislature, which 
convenes in January, provides ad- 
ditional funds. The salary of the 
inspectors is $145 a’ month, plus 
expense allowances not exceeding 
$100 a month. 

Work of the board is main- 
tained by fees collected... The 
Legislature made an appropria- 
tion of $120,000 for the 1949-1951 
biennial period, but the board 
may spend this amount only if 
earned in fees. The board has 
expended $69,694 and may spend

AT ITS BORDERS 


NEW DELHI, India, Nov. 16 
(UP)—India ordered its provincial 
governments along the northern 
frontier today to tighten security 
regulations to meet thgeats posed 
by the revolution in Nepal and 
the Chinese Communist invasion 
of Tibet. 

The provincial governments 
were told not to permit any move- 
ment of armed men, arms or am- 
munition in either direction across 
the borders. The New Delhi 
Government also took steps to 
insure that no planes from India 
flew over Nepal, a buffer state 
between India and Tibet. ‘ 

Meanwhile, a reliable source 
reported the 16-year-old Dalai 
Lama, spiritual and temporal head 
of Tibet, will be invested with 
full powers at a state ceremony 
{in Lhasa Friday. This source said 
the rites were advanced by: more 
than a year to enable the Dalai 
Lama to try and unify resistance 
against the invaders. Normally a 
regent is in control until the 
Dalai Lama is 18.

Nor could great-grandma choose 
between a live, dressed or ready- 
to-cook turkey—and incidentally, 
have you considered which is your 
best buy? A dressed turkey, you 
know, has been bled and picked 
but not drawn, and the head and 
feet have not been removed. 
Ready-to-cook ones are fully 
drawn or eviscerated; pinfeathers 
removed, and the bird has been 
cleaned thoroughly inside and 
out. Naturally ready-to-cook tur- 
keys cost more per pound than 


_ dressed, but the former will save | 


you time in the kitchen and there 
will be less waste. 
mate you can afford to pay about 
a fifth more per pound for a 
ready-to-cook than for a dressed 
turkey and still break even.

Soaring meat prices’ have 
caused the expensive cuts of meat 


to disappear from most tables and 
housewives have been put to it 
to find ways of doing things with 
those less tender yet nutritious 
cuts. 

Cubing, pounding and braising 
have been three ways of turning 
chuck, round, shank and other 
less tender cuts of beef into 
palatable, nutritious dishes. This 
simply means breaking down the 
connective tissue which was 
toughened due to exercise. 

Meat Tenderizer. 

There is now on the market a 
meat tenderizer which breaks 
down the stringy portions of these 
less tender cuts, less unit cub- 
ing or pounding. The action is 


Experts esti- | 


that of a predigestive nature 
much the same as the action of 
the enzyme pepsin. The tender- 
izer contains a specially processed 
enzyme taken from the tropical 
papaya melon and is not harm- 
ful. The tendizer is sprinkled 
evenly over all the surfaces of 
the meat. The uncooked meat is 
then allowed to stand at room 
temperature for 30 minutes for 
each half-inch thickness of meat. 
The tenderizer breaks down the 
stringy tissue, allows the meat to 
cook faster and is said to permit 
the broiling of arm, rib, round, 


blade, flank and rump steaks. 
Less tender cuts of meat that are 
to be roasted should be pierced 
with a knife and the tenderizer 
sprinkled into the opening for 
better penetration. Meat should 
be allowed to stand two to three 
hours at room temperature. 

Time and temperature are im- 
portant in the action of the meat 
tenderizing. Refrigeration retards 
the action of the enzyme. 

Pan Broiled Chuck Steak. 

Have the chuck steak sliced 
one-half to three-fourths inch 
thick. Sprinkle all sides with 
meat tenderizer and allow to 
stand at room temperature for 30 
minutes. Heat skillet then rub 
with a piece of suet. Place meat 
in skillet and broil for about four 
minutes on each side. Steak 
should not be cooked well done. 


Broiled Stewing Hen. 
Have a three or four-pound 
stewing hen split in haf. Sprin- 
kle inside evenly with tenderizer 
and allow to stand for two hours 
at room temperature. Broil for 
25 minutes, then turn, sprinkle 
skin side and broil for an addi- 
tional 25 minutes. 
Golden Fried Chicken. 
Sprinkle each piece of fowl 
evenly with the tenderizer and let 
stand for one-half hour at room 
temperature. Dip in seasoned 
flour or batter and fry as usual. 
To roast, rub cavity of fowl

When Mary Inez Mann was a 


| tiny girl she had a special reason 


for looking forward to the Christ- 
mas season. Of course Santa’s 
visit and the tree were all very 
well, but they were secondary to 
the real treat of being allowed to 
help with the Christmas cookies. 
True, at first it was just a matter 
of sitting precariously atop a pile 


of thick books so that she might 
add the nuts; but each year she 
progressed to a little more im- 
portant role.

A woman with “a million hob- 
bies,” she is interested in mak- 
ing jewelry, collecting after-din- 
ner coffee cups, and is particu- 
larly enthusiastic about turning 
discarded material into attractive 
and inexpensive place mats. 

“Graciousness in place settings 
adds so much to the enjoyment 
of a meal,” she says in her pleas- 
ant, well-modulated voice. “And 
it needn’t cost much. Many peo- 
ple say, ‘Of course I'd like to 
have lovely linens, but I can’t af- 
ford them. Other people have 
more money than I.’ Actually, it 
is just that other people have 
more initiative and brains, and 
are willing to use them. A table 
can be quite as effective set with 
pottery, place mats made from 
odds * and ends, and garden 
flowers as with Haviland china, 
fine linens and long-stemmed 
roses — providing that some 
thought is given to the color 
scheme and arrangements.”

FEARS SCIENTIFIC 
HUMAN BREEDING 


NEW YORK, Mov. 16 (up)— 


1950 Nobel Prize for literature, 
yesterday forecast a world in 
which Russia would set the pace 
in “scientific breeding of human 
beings,” a technique he deplored 
as “beastly.” . 

Russell, delivering the second 
of four Matchette Foundation lec- 
tures at Columbia University, 
said “strong religious and emo- 
tional obstacles” would be en- 
countered by any nation seeking 
to implement “scientific methods 
of human propagation.” 

“But suppose Russia were able 
to overcome these obstacles and 
to breed a race stronger, more 
intelligent and more resistant to 
disease than any race of men 
that has hitherto existed?” 

Then, Russell continued, these 
super-beings could conquer. other 
nations at will. and install their 
scientific breeding principles, by 
force, if necessary. 

He denounced such a proced- 
ure as “beastly” but conceded 
that “seientific breeding of . hu- 


man beings must be expected to 
come about.”

NEW YORK. 

HAVE been getting a number 
| of letters all saying approxi- 
impress me as being inspired by 
some group.

The “absolute” mon- 
arch is one free of or loosed from 
control. Absolute perfection or 
absolute rights are those freed 


from comparison, as from limita- 
tion.

ORMING seems uppermost 
in the minds of nearly all 
new puppy owners. They 
feel that worms in a young puppy 
are as sure as death or taxes— 
and they act accordingly. 
Somebody, somewhere, a long 
time ago, set in motion the siliy 
propoganda that “a puppy should 
be wormed every — till it’s 
a year old.” This is fethal and 
false advice. Most all worm 


medicine is poison—it has ta be, 


to kill the worms—and wrong or 
too frequent doses of the stuff in 
the hands of an amateur, can ruin 
a puppy for life. 


This is why authorities strictly 
advise unknowing puppy «wners 
to call a qualified veteriuarian 
if worms are suspected. By sim- 
ple examination. he can deier- 
mine the worm species and pre- 
scribe exactly the correct medi- 
cinal treatment. 


IT’S A DOG FACT: 
Halitosis is caused by food par- 
ticles lodged between the 
teeth, decayed teeth, diseased 
tonsils, gastric disorders or 
worms. . 


Maybe the puppy hasn’t worms 
at all! Remember, “worms” is the 
most overworked diagnosis in the 
hook. If a dog eats only half its 
food, worms are blamed. lf a 
dog rolls in the grass, it’s because 
of worms. If the dog barks at 
strangers, worms are behind the 
bad behavior. If a dog chews the 
rug, “it’s them worms!” Every 
symptom of disorder or unorthoe 
dox act is blamed on wornis. 


The truth is that most puppies 
don’t have worms at all. We 
haven’t had a worm at our place 
for years. In these days of wide- 


‘spread knowledge about the need 


for good sanitation and care, few 
breeders are bothered with worms 
in their animals. 

Neither are worms “every- 
where,” as some worm-conscious 


dog owners like to believe. Worms 
are either passed along to dogs 


through an intermediate host, .. 
such as fleas or lice, or they are _ 


picked up on the feet in worm- 
infested soil. Therefore, any dog 


owner who exercises a reasonable -- 


amount of care and sensible cau- 
tion isn’t going to have his pet 
infested. 


Don’t misunderstand us. We're 


not trying to play down the dan- © 
gers of worm and the havoc they -. 


cause. Worms are tough custo- 
mers; they frequently can debili- 


tate the most robust dog in no ~ 


time at all if they’re not headed 
off and ushered out of the ani- 
mal’s system. 


On the other hand, some dogs 
go through their entire lives with 
worms in their systems, apparent- 
ly none the worse for it. Of 
course, such dogs get wonderful 
food and receive the best of care. 
Their tip-top condition just fights 
off or overcomes whatever dam- 
age is caused by the worms. 


However, if you s worms 
in your pet, act and don’t just: 
sit there. Let a veterinarian take 
over, because you're not geared 
to the job and worm medicine 
must be administered in correct 
proportions according to age, 
weight and physical condition. 
Another important factor is that 
the surer, safer, newer worming ~ 
potions are available only on a 
prescription (you can’t buy them 
in a drug store).

Dedication of Gym and Kindergarten 
Latest Step in Record That Began 
Shortly After Boone Came to State

EAMS of light will pierce the 
B dark of a little hollow on Gra- 

vois road at. Sappington to- 
morrow night and every window 
of the schoolhouse will beckon 
with a welcoming glow. Family 
groups will enter the brick school- 
house to dedicate a new™wing 
housing a gymnasium and kinder- 
garten, and in the corridor they’ll 
pause to look at historic docu- 
ments that have been taken from 
a fireproof file and mounted un- 
der glass for the occasion. 

Some will chuckle over the rec- 
ords of wood fuel bought for 
$3.75 a cord” when Sappington 


school’s heater was a woodburn-: 


er—the 35-pound school bell 
that cost $10 with hangings—and 
the feather duster that a woman 
teacher insisted _—" having for 
35 cents. 

Others will me the specifica- 
tions, written in laborious long- 
hand, for an earMer schoolhouse 
built in 1891, a one-room stone 
structure guaranteed to be built 
in first-class order with grating 
to keep cats out, all for $1100. 
Some will be more interested in 
the pay for teachers through the 
years, or in the $37,882 spent in 
1926 to erect the present build- 
ing. For some the chief attrac- 
tion will be a history of the school 
and community compiled by sev- 
enth and eighth graders of 1938. 

There has been a public school 


in Sappington since shortly after. 


Daniel Boone left Kentucky. 
There was one functioning there 
when Sappington was known as 
Georgetown and the 15-mile trip 
to the farmers’ market on North 
Third street meant a four-hour 
journey by horse and wagon. The 
school was the civic center when 
Baptist Church road was known 
as “Soup Bone road” because 
thrifty housewives had a habit of 
placing a weekly order with an 
itinerant butcher for the meat 
buy that went the farthest. 

The school enrollment has 
grown and the buildings used have 
been in turn a log cabin, a rock 
structure, one of frame and final- 
ly the brick building to which the 
new wing has been added. The 
district has recently been consoli- 
dated with others but that hasn't 


.dented local pride, and traditions 


are not going to be forgotten. 
Men and womén will attend the 
dedication who once dangled their 
feet from high benches to “recite” 
their lessons. They bought their 
own books, packed lunch in bright 
tin buckets and carried drinking 
water from a spring a quarter of 
a mile away. 

The story of Sappington began 
with a bearded explorer in a coon- 
skin cap, 35 barrels of whisky and 
an epidemic of malaria. High- 
lights ‘of community history are 
inextricably interwoven with the 
school’s history. 

In 1805 John Sappington, who 
was one of George Washington’s 
soldiers at Valley Forge and who 
went to Kentucky with Daniel 
Boone, came to the creek with 
the French name “Gravois” (the 
name means “gravelly”) and built 
a spacious log house just two hill- 


tops west of the creek on an old 
trail. That trail is now Gravois 
road, or Highway 30, and the spot 
is four miles southwest of St. 
Louis city limits. The house, cov- 
ered with frame siding, now is 
occupied by John Dressel, presi- 
dent of Sappington school board, 
and it’s as plumb and trim gs 
ever. 

John Sappington was a farmer 
and for a man who had only oxen 
and horses and his own strength 
for tilling the land, he bit off a 
sizable chunk of work. He took 
title to an old Spanish land grant 
a mile wide and three miles long, 
and local Indians thought he was 
a pretty good fellow because he 
gave them a gallon of whisky 
fresh from the barrel for each of 
the 1920 acres.. 

More white men came and a 
village that boasted a trading 
post and blacksmith shop sprang 
up. John’s grandson, George 
Sappington, was the blacksmith, 
a fellow with muscles on top of 
muscles, a mighty man to reckon 
with. As. a mark of respect the 
villagers named the community 
Georgetown and it is still called 
that by many residents, A French- 
man named Asa Tesson made car- 
riages and milled the grain, and 
people had just about everything 
that they needed. 

x « * 
HEN malaria struck, quinine 
W was the only cure. It was a 
factor toward the growth of 
the Sappington estate, for old 
John once sent one of his seven 
sons (or perhaps it was one of his 
10 daughters) to the post for a few 
grains of quinine. Through error 


pounds instead of grains were. 


bought and John became the pos- 
sessor of all the quinine in the 
area. A damp season and an epi- 
demic of malaria followed, and 
John made a tidy profit and in- 
vested it in more land. 

During the 1830s there was 
a vast influx of German truck 
and grain farmers and the Sap- 
pingtons, Longs and Pipkins 
had as new neighbors people 
named Weiss, Wohlslaeger, Rott,

Removing Paper from Plaster 


Board 
EFORE we get into this sub- 
ject of removing wallpaper 
from plaster board we had 
better explain that plaster board 
is the same interior wall and 
ceiling material that a lot of peo- 
ple refer to as sheet rock or 
gypsum board. It’s a sheet of 


gypsum plaster encased in heavy. 


Paper. 

Removing paper from this type 
of wall requires special care be- 
cause you don’t want to damage 
the wall material. , First, take it 
very easy with water, Use just 
enough to soften up the paper 
paste. 

Next, get in back of the paper 
with a broad putty knife and 
ease the sections of paper off 
the plaster. board. Be careful not 
to gouge into the plaster board 
with a corner of the knife.

morning in 1877 when Thomas 
Jefferson Sappington met with 
other county leaders under an 
apple tree and there, with the 
Civil War a recent and bitter 
memory, launched Clayton as the 
county seat. 


Minutes of Sappington school 
board meetings will be displayed, 
and some of the meetings must 
have been stormy, particularly 
that of June 1900. . 

Miss Ethel Maupin, the teach- 
er, complained that there were 91 
pupils and only 82 desks for them. 
Nine had to use benches at the 
back of the room. Miss Maupin 
was happy enough with her sal- 
ary ($55 a month) but she pulled 
no punches in presenting the pu- 
pils’ plight. The 82 desks were 
too high, or too low, and failed 
to meet the needs of the grow- 
ing child, she said. The stove 
threw insufficient heat and the 
air of the room was seldom fresh "P*"e<* 
because opened windows meant 
lost heat. But she closed her ap- 
peal with gratitude for the deep 


1805. 


brary. That one-room structure 
was blown from its foundation in 
a whistling wind and on June 
11, 1904, a bond issue of $3000 
was voted for repairs and the ad- 
dition of another classroom. 

Fire swept the school in 1926, 
and rebuilding with brick and 
concrete (the present building) 
cost $37,882. If costs were rising, 
so was the necessity for educa- 
tion. Town fathers specified four 
classrooms and cafeteria, with 
steam heat, motion picture equip- 
ment, proper lighting and ventila- 
tion and desks that fit. They have 
since purchased a television set. 


It took a bond issue of $109,000 
to finance the new gym and kin- 
dergarten but the issue went over 
by a 95 per cent affirmative vote. 
The school accommodates _stu- 
dents of the first nine grades, and 
next on the agenda is to be a 
high school on Lindbergh road. 


Sharing honors at the dedica- 
tion with those who sparked the 
movement for the new wing will 
be Henry Rott, 94 years old, who 
hasn’t missed a Sappington school 
board meeting for 73 years. It’s 
a long time back to the time when 
he carried water from the spring 
in an oaken bucket and dangled

It was also all right for north 
to bid three hearts on the sec- 
ond round—but when he then 
supported spades, at the four- 
level, he took his first mis-step! 
This was a case of too much co- 
operation—too much “going 
along” with his partner. It was 
inevitable that south would read 
into north’s three bids a situation 
which did not exist, namely, club, 
heart and spade length, and con- 
sequently either a singleton or 
void.in diamonds, or a diamond 
control. 


Having made the two first re- 
sponses: he did make, north 
should have concealed his spade 
support and simply bid four 
hearts over south’s three spades.

WENTY THOUSAND YEARS 
T of history—that’s the record 

of that popular fruit, the ap- 
ple, according to Samuel Fraser, 
secretary of the International 
Apple Association. 

Small primitive apples are be- 
lieved to have originated in 
Northern China, Japan and Korea. 
They were gradually introduced 
to Europe and were brought 
across the seas by some of the 
first colonists. Apples are be- 
lieved to have been planted first 
in Quebec by the French who 
took them south to St. Louis. 
The English introduced them to 
Virginia and New York. The 
cultivation spread throughout the 
northern section of the country 
as pioneers went westward. To- 
day, 35 states help to supply our 
markets, from 60,000,000 trees. 
The first in production is Wash- 
ington, the second New York and 
the third, Virginia. California, 
Michigan and New England rank 
next.
